The ambulances, with windows 
sealed so that the German girls 
would be prevented from obtaining 
information, during the trip trav­ 
elled slowly down the road past 
the most advanced American out- • 
post# approximately half way to 
the German lines. 
At this point they were met by 
a German major and captain, sup­ 
ported by a group of Nazi enlisted 
men who remained in the rear. 
The ambulances halted and the 
German of! leers saluted and ob­ 
served all the little amenities in 
thin stiang* incident on the battle 
front.

major commented: j 
“Well, it’s a hot day.” 
Captain Roosevelt replied, “yes. 
it is.” 
Then the nurses were handed 
over to the Germans. Both parties 
saluted, about faced, and returned 
to their respective lines.

Sunday. Funeral service# for the 
white haired Red Cross chairman 
who would have been 66 years old 
August 9, will be held Wednesday 
morning at Christ Church, Alex­ 
andria, Va. 
Nelson Dean Jay, chairman of 
the Red Croas adm inistrative com­ 
mittee will carry on the adminis­ 
trative functions of the organiza­ 
tion 
until a 
new chairman 
is 
chosen. 
President Roosevelt, stating that 
Davis "will be deeply mourned by 
a multitude of friends of whom I 
was one,” paid high tribute to 
Davis and said “he will be long re- > 
membered for his sendees in aid ! 
of suffering mankind.” 
Secretary of State Hull said the 
death of Davis "leaves an ^ f i l l ­ 
able void.” He added that “few- 
persons have had the privilege of 
rendering to their country and to 
other nations such a full measure j 
of useful service." 
Bom in Bedford County. Tenn , 
August 9, 1878, Davis was financial 
advisor to President Wilson and 
the American Commission to Ne­ 
gotiate Peace. He was given many 
other assignments under Presi- 
I dents Harding, Coolidge and Hoov­ 
er, and advised President Roose­ 
velt on post-war foreign plans 
He was appointed chairman of 
the Red Cross in April, 1338, and 
his administration saw the agency

A ''Safe and Sane" Fourth

But the fireworks record is 
something to celebrate. It shows 
once more that the world does 
move, no matter how slowly it 
seems to be doing it to the fellow 
who is interested in immediate 
progress. It also proves the effec­ 
tiveness of public propagsnda so 
long ss its cause is right and the 
pressure is unrelentingly kept up. 
The propsganda which result­ 
ed in the 1943 record has been of 
two kinds. One was the campaign 
of the American Medical Associa­ 
tion against tetanus, or lockjaw, 
as a result of Fourth of July in­ 
juries aud the other was against 
Ute use of fireworks st all. 
I do not believe the American 
Medical Association had any hope 
40 years ago that they could abol­ 
ish fireworks and toy cannons and 
ail the rest of the paraphernalia 
of injury which signalized the joy 
at our separation from England 
which characterized the scenes of 
my boyhood, but even that has 
been very largely accomplished. 
Antitetanus Campaign 
About the antitetanus cam­ 
paign, we have definite figures. It 
was in 1903 that the Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
began a vigorous crusading to de­ 
mand the immediate use of anti­ 
tetanus serum due to the explo­ 
sion of firearms, cannons, fire­ 
crackers, etc. The emphasis was 
placed on the fact that any wound 
which had the slightest chance of 
being contaminated with street or 
ground dirt is potentially liable to 
result in lockjaw and the only way 
to prevent it is to give antitetanus 
serum promptly. 
Here is the result of this project 
of public education: 
In 1903 there were 4,449 injur­ 
ies and 406 deaths from tetanus. 
In 1904 there were 4,169 injur­ 
ies and 87 deaths from tetanus. 
There was not much change in 
the record until 1909 when there 
was a jump to 6,307 injuriea and 
125 deaths from tetanus. This 
ghastly toll stimulated both the 
antitetanus and anti - fireworks 
campaign so that: 
In 1914 there were 1,506 Injur­ 
ies and 3 deaths from tetanus. 
Since then the improvement has 
been steady until, as recorded in 
the opening sentence of this ar­ 
ticle, wa hsvs in 1943 no deaths 


from fireworks injuries eithel 
caused by tetanus or otherwise. 
Of course part of this good re­ 
sult so far as tetanus is concerned 
is due to the di sap pc ?vr a nee of the 
horse from our stree ts.
